' PEPPBDR HILL, Verdun Front, via 
| Chantilly, Dec. 16.—A short, sharp bat- 
us has brought to the French their third 
_smashing victory in two months in the 
| vicinity of Verdun, Every cbiective 
point of the French commanders was 
gained. 

Although the Germans offered a des- 
peraté defense, the attack was so pow- 
erful that there was no withstanding 
it, with the result that the Germans 
were pushed back along the whole line. 

Thousands of German prisoners poured 
into the French lines during the day, 
and large groups are still arriving. More 
than eighty German cannon were cap- 
tured or destroyed and many others are 
known to be buried. 

The front over which the offensive wag 
extended was ten kilometers (seven 
miles} long. The French advance had 
exceeded an average of three kilometers 
(two and one-haif miles) along the 
whole front; at various points rushing 
further out, 


Start of the Battle. 

The battle began at 10 o'clock yester- 

day morning, with the left flank of the 
French opposite Vacherauyille and the 
right flank on Fort Vaux.

Behind this redress accorded by Ger- 
many lies an interesting ‘story. The 
mistakes by which these workmen were 
transported were due to playing of poli- 
tics by Belgian mayors of towns. 


Blarned on Corruption. 
“The newspapers in entente ¢oun- 
tries, the Brussels telegram says, are 
making a grent fuse because many per- 
sons not belonging to the working cless 
or not dependent upon charity have 
been transported to Germany. Kt is 
doubtless true that msatakes have been 


to issue the necessary lists of unem- 


“if these mayors had given the Ger- 
man authorities the lists of all em- 
ployed, so that the unemployed could 
have been chosen, either their protégés 
would have been transported or the 
fraud would have become known. 


Sent Away Political Rivals.

Ciay Soil Has Peculiarities. 

Clay soil acts peculiarly under different 
atmospheric conditions. Dry sunshine 
will bake and crack it into trregular 
cakes. Frosty, sharp air will pulverize it. 
Water will mako a seemingly porous 
müss an absolute sticky, impervious 
mass which sticks to everything. Thus 
the first thing in treating such soil is 
to make provision for eliminating water 
before planning to spread it on. Tiling 
would under certain conditions draw off 
some of the surface water until the 
pores became clogged. When this hap- 
pens further drainage goes on with in- 
creasing difficulty. ; 
Tiling on clay soil farms should not 
be confused with tiling on golf links, 
because in one .ase the soil is continual- 
ly being turned over and aired, while on 
the other the soil, once it is leveled, re- 
mains a compact mass unless the heat 
cracks it. The system of using surface 
drain ditches, which expose a large sur- 
face to the action of the gun's rays and 
result in the water being drawn by a- 
resistiess capillary action to the ditch 
from Surrounding ground, is good. A 
small ditch will drain twenty-five to 
fifty feet from it. While ditches are ef- 
fective for surface draining, they do not 
always produce a perfect lie for the 
ball unless they are shallowed out and 
partially covered with grass. 


Water Should Run Off. 
One defect of surface draining is the 
possibity of water running out of a 
depression with such force that all 
loosely held soi] will be carried away, 
leaving hard nobs of grass covered 
clay, which interferes with the lie of 
the ball or seriously handicaps the sole 
of the club during its glide on the sur- 
face. Right here some players contend 
that these depressions should be filled 
with sand. It is far better to permit 
this water to run out as quickly ag pos- 
sible, because where water lies the 


— . 
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escertain whether a nitrate, sulphate, 
or phosphate fertilizer should be used. 
Fertilizer used in any other way ‘ts 
wasteful as well as inefficient. a 

Another vital phase in grass cultiva- 
tion on clay soil is rolling. This ts 
particularly necessary during early 
Spring when the soil freezes and thaws. 
Each change will loosen the soil and 
force the roots out of the ground. While 
its place is taken by other grass, such 
grass is at most a surface variety which 
does not bear hard play, which a mashie 
shot requires. Divots taken by this 
club are mostly bits of fine soil. When 
turf flies off in bits, leaving nothing to 
replace, the player should use extreme 
care in pressing down the edges so as 
to facilitate the egress of a bail out of 
the depression. - Under such conditions 
a ball will roll out with amazing regu- 
larity. 


Grass Should Be Cut. g 

The cutting of grass on clay soll re- 
quires much care. During the 
growth it should not be permitted to 
grow high, for much of its strength le 
loss above the surface. When grass is 
kept closely cut the healthy growth of 
weeds is prevented. Dandelions and 


dry period comes, leaving parched grass 
which will Immediately revive on being 
sprinkled. Water will cause the weeds’ 
roots to decay. 

I have mentioned sprinkling, which in 
my opinion is one of the most valued 
adjuncts on a golf links, for not only 
the very life of the grass depends upon 
water but many difficult shots as well. 
If the fairways are watered too much 
the grass has 4 tendency to grow on the 
surface. The roots, having abundant 
moisture, will not reach down in the 
soil for it. Too much water on the 
greens will keep the soil cold, thereby 
preventing luxuriant growth and ulti- 
mately turn the soll sour, which en- 
courages the growth of weeds. A dash 
of lime will freshen up the greens and 
prevent fungus growth, particularly on 
greens having a clay subsoil. Unless 
the surface black dirt is very thick, 
water, giving an acid reaction, will seep 
up and retard healthy growth.

The question often arises how weeds

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The steel muscled, stumpy, thin, spiky 
haired dogs whose pictures are presented 
herewith have become, with a hundred of 
their kind from the plains of France, 
highly important factors in the artillery 
struggle on the western front. They have 
been decorated, mentioned in dispatches, 
and accorded high honors in the field. 
They have captured rman patrols and 
saved the lives of French sentinels. They 
are ranked even higher than the Red 
Cross dogs, because their strange canine 
intelligences have been trained so that 
they now act as sentinels, patrol scouts, 
and liaison agents working with French 
officers on missions where no men can 
pass. 


They are not pet dogs, but of a stern 
and faithful atavism. They accompany 
sentinels and scent out the approach of 
the enemy. They scout out enemy pa- 
trols and report to their mastera. Trained 
to seek out their masters under all cir- 
cumstances, they carry locked in the 
pockets of their collars important letters 
to the sub-lieutenants to whom they are 
attached and who can be reached only by 
the dogs. In carrying these messages 
they brave terrific rainstorms of artillery 
and machine gun fire and ferret out un- 
erringly the officers to whom the mes- 
sages are to be delivered. In performing 
their important duty many of these dogs } 
have been fatally wounded. Some, with 
great, gaping wounds and shattered legs, 
have dragged themselves to their officers 
only to die a few moments later. Hence 
has come about their decorations with 
“the collar of the wise and brave,” an 
honor bestowed upon them by the French 
army leaders and recognized by the 
French government.

The judges decided upon Mrs. O'Keefe’s 
suggestion through a process of elimination. 
From more than 100,000 ideas for a sequel 
which were sent in, careful reading brought 
the possibly acceptable ones down to a lim- 
fted number. Investigations then were 
conducted through secret service operatives 


to determine whether there had been any 


violations of the contest conditions on the 
part of any of those contestants whose sub- 
mitted ideas were among the limited num- 
ber held as possibly acceptable ones. It 
was through. these investigations that it is 
possible to publish information concern- 
ing Mrs. O’Keefe and photographs of her 
simultaneously with the announcement of 
the successful contestant and with the pub- 
lication ef the sequel in story form.

More Than 100,000 Suggestions from All Over the Country Were 
Received in This, One of the Greatest Contests Ever Conducted by 
a Newspaper; Three Months Were Required to Read All of the 


Many Manuscripts Which Came In in Every Conceivable Form and 
By All Means of Conveyance. 


ORE than 100,000 suggestions for a 
sequel to “The Diamond from the 
Sky” were received by the Ameri-. 
can Film Manufacturing company, 
in the contest conducted by this 
and allied newspapers throughout the 
United States and in Canada. To read them 
all thoroughly required three months of 
constant day and night application to the 
manuscripts on the part of expert readers 
and judges. 

The contest began in May, 1915, with the 
first publication of a new photoplay serial 
in this newspaper and with the simultaneous 
release to theaters all over the United | 
States of a photoplay entitled The Diamond 
from the Sky,” written in both fiction and 
scenario form by Roy L. McCardell, who 
won the $10,000 prize offered by the Amer- 
ican Film Manufacturing company and this 
newspaper for the best suggestion for a 
photo-play serial. Thereafter for thirty 
weeks a new installment’ of the photoplay 
appeared every Sunday in this newspaper 
and reels corresponding to the installment 
were released on the following Monday. 

The photoplay, The Diamond from the 


Sky,” was produced by the American Film 


Manufacturing company, Inc., at their stu- 
dios in Santa Barbara, Cal. The films were 
released through the Mutual Film corpora- 
tion. The contest ended on Feb. 20, 1916, 
about three months after the date the final 
installment of the story appeared, which 
was Nov. 28, 1915. 


The contest was open to any man, woman, 


or child who Was not connected directly or 


indirectly with the film company produc- 


ing the serial or with any of the newspapers 
publishing the continued story. No con- 
testant was permitted to submit more than 
one sequel. It was specifically stated that 
contributions must be confined to 1,000 
words or less, and that a worked out 


-scenario or serial story was not wanted 


only an idea, a suggestion. ! 

No attention was paid to grammar, liter- 
ary style, or to whether the suggestion was 
written with pen, pencil, or typewriter. 
All suggestions were to be sent to the 
American Film Manufacturing company, 
6225 Broadway, with no stamps inclosed, as 
no manuscripts were to be returned. It 
was stated that the judgment of a board 
of three judges of the suggestions would be 
absolute and final. Contestants were ad- 


vised to see the continued photoplay in 


the theaters every week and to read care- 
fully the story as it appeared in this news- 
paper and then submit their suggestions. 
From nearly all parts of the world the 
suggestions came— from China and from 
Alaskan trading posts, from South Amer- 
ican republics and from the embattled 
countries of Europe, from Hawaii and the 
Philippines, and from small hamiets in 
rural districts of the United States as well 
as from large cities—thousands and thou- 
sands of them. Every conceivable sort of 
paper was used on which to write the sug- 
gestions—engraved, perfumed stationery 
from the homes of the rich; foolscap; cheap 
lined tablet paper used by children in the 
primary grades; wrapping paper; butcher's 
paper; backs of envelopes; office stationery 
from hundreds of firms; blank spaces of 


* 


newspapers; tissue and oil paper: scraps of 


paper sofled by grease, dirt, rain, and 
weather. . 

Despite the implicit condition demanding 
that the sequel. suggestions be written in 
1,000 words or less, some of them repre- 
sented Herculean labors at writing. They 
came in in the form of great tomes of 
manuscript containing five and six tablets 
pf closely written, penned, or penciled lines, 
or in one-spacd typewritten taauscript rep- 
resenting enohgh written matter to fill one 
or two good sized volumes. There were 
whole novels, complete scenarios with full 


‘stage directions, ‘and novelettes having 


nothing whatever to do with the original 
characters in the photoplay. 

While the majority of the contestants 
utilized the customary channel—the regular 
mail service—in sending in their suggestions, 
many of them sent packages by express, 
parcel post, freight, and even by messenger 
service. These contributions were wrapped 
like so much merchandise, some neatly, 
some faultily, so that by the handling of 
delivery the manuscripts were torn, soiled, 
and partly illegible. 

Rich and poor alike worked out their 
ideas for the serial. Women who command 
many servants and to whom $10,000 would 
mean but a small it&m in their annual al- 
lowance for expenditures and women to 
whom $10,000 would be riches as incon- 
ceivable as the wealth of ten Rockefellers 
alike cudgeled their brains for an effective 
and workable idea that would strike the 
judges as the best one. Children and aged 
men did their work toward making this 
contest one of the greatest on record. 

When on Feb. 20, 1916, the contest closed,

the corps of readers went to work on the 


great storehouse filled with the piles of. 


written suggestions. Those manuscripts 
which failed to adhere to the conditions of 
the contest were thrown out; a careful read- 
ing and a gradua) elimination and re- 
elimination then progressed day and night 


, for three months. When at least a certain 


number of possibly acceptable suggestions 
were left in the running, investigations 
were made to make sure that no violations 
of the contest conditions had been made 
on the part of those whose ‘suggestions 


stood a chance for the prize. 


The board of three Judges after long and 
careful deliberation at length decided that 
the suggestion submitted by Mrs. Helen 
O'Keefe, living at the time she submitted 
her idea at 6710 South May street, Chicago, 
but now at 3019 Eastwood avenue, was the 
most original, the most logical, and by some 
odds the best idea for the sequel that had 
been sent In. 

Mrs. O’Keefe's suggestion was then for- 
warded to the studio of the American Film 
Manufacturing company at Santa Barbara, 
Cal. There her suggestion was worked into 
écenario form for four installments and work 
begun on the photography of the sequel. 
From a copy of the scenario Terry Ramsaye 
wrote the story contained in the sequel. The 
complete fictionization of Mrs. O'Keefe will 
de found in this issue of this newspaper. 

The last installment of thd successful ge- 
quel to “The Diamond frem the Sky” will 
be shown in your favorite theater. Moving 
pictures of Mrs. O'Keefe, the successful 
author of the suggestion, will be shown at 
the same time.

The instruments needed for the week- 
fy masicure are a good, slender aall 
fil, a pair of fine cuticle nail scissors, 
Pn emery board, an orange wood stick, 
cuticle knife, a chamois buffer, a smat 
bottle of peroxide, castile soap, absorb- 
ent cotton, nail rouge, polishing powder, 
a glass bowl large enough to hold @ 
quart of water in which to immerse the 
hands, and a nail brush. Never use a 
metal instrument, and don’t use the 
scissors for cutting the nails. The nail 
file is the proper instrument for trim- 
ming the nulls. 

After the nails have been filet and 
shaped bhecomingly, dip one hand in tne 
bow! of water in which the castile soap 
has been used to make a suds. Let !t 
remain in the water for about five min- 
utes, then remove and dry gently. With 
absorbent cotton wrapped around the 
sharp end of the orange wood stick; dip 
into the peroxide bleach, then gently 
rub this swab under the edge of the nail 
to remove the dirt or stain. Be carefui 
in dving this not to injure in any way 
the delicate cuticle below the nail. 

Wipe the finger tips dry and proceed 
to smooth the ed of the nail with the 
emery board. The emery board is really 
a file, only it is finer and more delicate 
than a metal instrument. Proceed to 
remove all roughness with the emery 
board, looking carefully to the removal 
of hang nails. If the hang nails are 
stubborn, resort to the cuticle scissors.

POTATOES AND BY-PRODUCTS. 
WEEK ago a large store adver- 
tised Idaho potatoes at 65 cents 
a peck. These are usually sold 
for 5 cents a pound, with some 
reduction for larger quantities, so 

that a peck would not be $1.50, as this 
5 cent price might suggest. At 65 cents 
a peck the Idaho or Washington potato 
is much more economical than the ordi- 
nary potato at 60 cents a peck, a peck 
being all that the ordinary small family 
living in an apartment can profitably 
buy. 

The point to prove is that consumers 
should know more about potatoes and 
the potato market, since the vegetable 
js for good reasons indispensable to meat 
eaters. Rice cannot take its place and 
good health be maintained, because the 
potato is basic and the rice is not. This 
would be an influential fact if people 
knew more about foods, but fortunately 
people like the flavor of potato best 
with meat, though rice is acceptable 
when there is a good gravy. 

People imagine the potato has far 
greater food value than it has, in and 
of itself, but this reckoning is of little 
account since it is usually made to carry 
a good deal of nutriment in the shape 
of cream, butter, cheese, or other fat. 
The baked potato if carefully cooked 
loses some of its water, 80 has higher 
nutritive value. 

But to get back to the price of pota- 
toes. The present price of poor potatoes 
is another instance of a poor quality 
of food costing more than it is worth 
because a much higher grade is on the 
market. The poor grade, though high 
in price, is sold at what sometimes is 
just less than that of higher grade, 
so establishing that unfair form of com- 
petition which is so discouraging to 
growers of the fine product unless they 
are well established. 

In some ways the consumer, though 
paying a high price for potatoes, is bet- 
ter off than ever before. There is a 
better choice of potatoes in the best 
stores than ever before. Today there 
are the new red and a new white potato, 
the big and smooth western potatoes, 
good quality sweet potatoes at reason- 
able price, and just potatoes. Unfor- 
funately the common variety is seidom 
in good condition to display as the 
others are. It is as likely as not kept 
in some insanitary nether region and 
handled with a sharp edged shovel.

‘quality being in the market? In every 


Tne other day, as an experiment, I 
bought half a peck of potatoes, not quite 
as common as some, and at a store 
where I believe some pains Ys taken to 
see that I get the best specimens of 
anything I choose. Quite uneven as to 
size were the twenty-eight potatoes of 
thet purchase, showing no pains to grade, 
and out of the lot five small ones had 
been cut into, or nearly in half, br « 
hoe or a shovel, so as to be spoiled. 
Dry rot had set inte another large one, 
where the end had first been cut, and 
three others were badly stained. I have 
yet to find how many have a darkening 
layer inside, indicating beginning decay. 

At 30 cents @ peck the cost of each 
good potato was really over 1% cents. 
Thus the cost of 2 cents a pound paid 
was more apparent than real, since the 
waste raised the cost per pound of the 
fifteen pounds one-third of a cent, a 
total loss of nearly ö cents. 

In my case it happens thet I have 
never bought Idaho potatoes so defec- 
tive. Greater care seems to be exer- 
cised all along the line, from growing 
to grading and marketing. The potatoes 
are smoother, therefore there is not 80 
much waste. They cook more quickly, 
so fire is saved. They granulate easily, 
so are finer for thickening soups and 
stews. They are probably better digest- 
ed because so fine of flavor and 80 
easily desiccated. 

Does it not look as though part of the 
high price of potatoes is due to the better 


kind of selling this misfortune ess, 
that the low grade raises its pre to 
compete with high grade, tak/ an 
unfair profit in whatever way we may 
look at it. 

But if for a minute we compare pota- 
toes at 6 cents a pound with the price 
of dther vegetables, we shall get a bet- 
ter perspective as to what a high grade 
potato is really worth to those who 
like fine things to eat. 

Dropping the potato situation, let us 
consider another that is with us at pres- 
ent. It is the by-product of our poultry, 
the fat and the bones. We have lost 
a valuable by-product of our larger 
meats to industry, when we might have 
used it, so let us take warning. 

Do you understand about this loss? 
Investigate and you will find that meats 
are trimmed as never before at the 
stockyards. No bit of fat is left on, 
it would seem, that can be legitimately 
shaved off, nor bone that can be chopped 
off. This is sensible, since a great deal 
of this was formerly shaved off by the 
retailer and might lie around with waste 
bone, etc., a day or more before it was 
taken back to the stockyards to be 
made over into soap. Housewives might 


Bouillon Potatoes. 
When in a lot of potatoes there are 
a good many small ones a nice way to 
cook them is in a meat stock. They 
are mealy, especially if put on fire in 
small amount of cold stock, and, of 
course, of meaty flavor somewhat when 
cooked. A brown stock is best, but one 
made from the frame of a duck which 
has been carved clean will be good, es- 
pecially if the duck was cooked on a 
bed of vegetables. It ie essential to use 
a boiler of the right size in cooking 
potatoes thus, though a large kettle 
for a few potatoes is always an ex- 
travagance. For four not too small 
potatoes use a pint boiler, a cup of 
stock, and a seant teaspoon of salt. 
The stock may be cold or hot when

Irish Crochet Party Bag. 
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There were two cups of fat from a 
five pound duck cooked, to start, with 
a little sweet butter to flavor and baste, 
and a two inch square of ham fat added, 
with some chopped lean for flavor. The 
clear part of this fat is good for various 
kinds of sauteing and the thicker part 
for gravies. Put two tablespoons of 
the fat into a frying pan, add a pint 
of peeled and sliced raw potatoes, and 
sprinkle a little salt over them.

EW YORK.—([Special Correspond- 
. ence.]—Being a superman is all 
N very well so long as you don't 

overdo it, according to the theory 

of a play in which Arnold Daly 
is now threatened with success. The 
Master,” it is called, and it was written 
twelve or thirteen years ago by Herman 
Bahr, the German, best known to this 
country as the author of The Con- 
cert.” And The Concert,” you will 
recall as the play which started Leo 
Ditrichstein toward his pregent grow- 
ing fortune. : 

In The Master Daly is quite in his 
element, playing a young radical who 
seeks to prove himself “strong” and 
worthy the approval of the most rabid 
of Nietzschean philosophers. Being a 
surgeon, and a clever one, he starts his 
career by refusing to take the examina- 
tion prescribed by law or provide him- 
self with the usual license ſbsued by the 
village in which he purposes practicing. 

In spite of which he succeeds wonder- 
fully as an “ outlaw.” Soon patients are 
flocking to his sanitarium from all parts 
of the continent, and something of his 
growing fame is reflected to the town. 
Therefore the authorities change their 
minds about the license and elect him 
to their inner councils. And he sneers 
amiably at their weakness. 

It is with his domestic life, however, 
that the play is. principally concerned. 
In his home he is known to every one 
not as “the doctor,“ seeing that offi- 
cially he is none, but as the master.“ 
And as such he rules rigidly. His young 
wife is his chief assistant, and largely 
a part of the success in which she is 
permitted to enjoy but little of the 
credit. Being a Nietzschean, the master 
does not believe in the trivial passions 
save as they may serve his mood. There- 
fore his wife, to whom he considers him- 
self loyally devoted, is still no more 
than his helper, his intellectual compan- 


Being strong, the master is likewise 
able to rise above all the minor socia! 
conventions that bind the weaklings. 
His persona! habits are, therefore, quite 
tree—for one thing he is conservatively 
polygamous. And when his youthful 
bookkeeper upbraids him for a lack of 
sympathy since his assumed love for her 
has grown cold he merely replies that he 
is too big. too strong, a man to be ruled 
by such a silly thing as love.“ 

He treats his wife in much the same 
way, and she, too, rebels. Being femi- 
nine she -hungers for the sympathy c* 
which as a strong man he is incapable 
and finally she runs away with his less 
strong but more attractive neighbor. 

To be a good superman, however. one 
must be consistent, and so the master. 


which he does next act, merely accepts 


it as another proof that, though they 
live in philosophers’ houses, girls will 
be girls. He is hard hit, yet being 
strong he will not confess it. His wife 
is entitled to all the privileges he claims, 
for himself. She may come and she 
may go as she pleases, when she pleases, 
with whom she pleases. And instead of 
shooting her lover he shoots a hole 
through her picture to prove that he 
could hit the lover were he weak 
enough to give way to that desire. 

‘But it is when the wife comes to leave 
him for good and all that his Nitaschean 
house of cards comes tumbling about 
his head. He had not reckoned on that. 
And he professed not to understand it. 
Here he, in his great strength, finally 
had risen to the sacrifice of ‘granting 
her her complete freedom. and she re- 
fused it! He had thrown open the 
door and offered her the world to fiy 
in, and she had weakly fluttered into 
another cage. He had given her the 
greatest proof of love it were posajble 
for a man to show a woman, magnani- 
mously agreeing to continue her devoted 
husband after she had voluntarily | 


chosen another man, and she could no 


more than weakly reiterate that he did 
not understand! Bah! 

The play leaves him determined that 
his strength shall prevail. He is stag- 
gered, but swears he will recover. Next 
day the master will be himself again. In 
his heart, however, he knows that he. 
is beaten. And his audience knows it 
as well as he. He can rebuild the 
bodies of his patients, but when he un- 
dertakes the reconstruction of human 
nature his man-directed genius fails 
him.

The opera is not alone a 
musical affair; it is equally a social 
function and as such certain conventions 
should be observed and chief among 
these is the universal custom—instituted 
in older, more formal communities than 
ours, that grand opera is essentially a 
full dress affair. 

In Russia no one ts allowed to take 
en outer wrap, even of the richest sa- 
ble or rarest ermine, into a box, no 
matter what. depths the thermometer 
reaches. In Paris and London no one 
ts admitted into the first two. rows of 
opera boxes unless they are in full 
dress. 

But we have no social autocrat, so 
we have to try to secure the chic and 
correct appearance of our opera audi- 
ences by gentler methods. If people can 
afford to sit in boxes and in the main 
floor seats they can afford the suitable 
attire for such opera locations. Chi- 
cago is far enough advanced from its 
backwoods days and from its century of 
provincialism to look sophisticated and 
up to date in public places. Even at 
theaters nowadays the smart world 
wears full evening dress, though the 
predominating fashion at most of our 
playhouses seems still to be afternoon, 
or “ demi-tollette.”

Answers 


Is it true that the fluid in a storage 
battery is likely to freeze in cold weath- 
er? Some maintain that the liquid can- 
not freeze, while others say it can. I 
drive a 1916 car, equipped with an elec- 
tric starter, and as I keep it in a cold 
garage, would like to be advised what 
precautions, if any, I should take with 
the battery. I keep alcohol in the radi- 
ator of the car to keep it from freezing. 
Would it be all right to put alcohol in 
the battery? Anxious, Chicago. 

Nothing but distilled water should be used 
in a storage battery, and a good plan is to 
add enough each week to keep the pletes 
covered. Do not use alcohol under any cir- 
cumstances. Whether the fluid freezes. or 
not depends upon how low the charge in the 
battery gets. If the battery is kept well 
charged the acid in the solution prevents it 

from freezing, but if the charge runs low 
the acid is drawn from the solution into the 
plates, ling only the water, which of 


' gourse freezes and ruins the battery. Few 


motorists drive thelr cars as much in the. 
winter as they do during the other seasons, 
and therefore the batteries are apt to become 
_Gischarged. Watch your lights. ‘If they de- 
come dim and reddish, run your motor for 
a half hour or more, or until the lights be- 


come bright. Better still, provide yourself 


with a hydrometer, which is inexpensive, and | 
test the battery solution often, When you 


find it running low get busy and generate 
more juice. In this connection I would give 
you another tip. Do not overtax the starter 
in cold weather, and use up valuable electric

Tho symptoms indicate that either the pis- 


ton rings in No. 1 cylinder have become brok- 
en or badly worn or that the cylinder wall 
self is either scored or worn down. This 
allows oil to be pumped up and deposited on 
top of the piston and on the plug elf. The 
only thing to be done is to have the motor 
taken down and the cylinders examined. It 
is quite likely that a couple of leak preof 
tings will end your troubles.

Sidney Fairbairn is rich and belongs to a fam- 
ily which ts headed by Sir Thomas Fairbairn.

Three great national highways have 
considerable mileage within the borders 
of Illinois. These are the Lincoln, 
Dixie, and Pike's peak ocean to ocean 
highways. The Lincoln highway, with 
its familiar red, white, and blue bands 
bearing the letter L.“ comes in from 
the east and touches Illinois at Chicago 
Heights, after which it runs to Joliet, 
then north to Aurora and Geneva, and 
thence west through De Kalb, Rochelle, 
Dixon, Sterling.

“The fundamental purpose of the 


state aid law in Illinois is to obtain a 
network of through roads, The policy 
of the state administration, the state 
highway commission, and the chief state 
highway engineer has been to bend 
every effort toward a state-wide system 
of roads, which will serve local, state, 
The influence of 
the department has been used in all 
cases to secure the type of road which 
suited the traffic conditions, and to re- 
quire proper construction and mainte- 
nance of the types chosen. All matters 
pertaining to state aid roads have bee: 
administered in such a manner as to 
benefit the system as a whole rather

“It is plain that this policy has met 
with popular approval. This approval 
has been manifested by the formation 
of the various associations promoting 
through routes. These promoters are 
demanding in an unofficial way the 
same through system as is advocated 
by the state law and the state high- 
way department. The codperation of 
these official and unofficial interests 
naturally proves beneficial to the road 
system. a 

„The state highway department is 
heartily in sympathy with the move- 
ment to establish marked through 
routes, because in this manner the 
cause of better roads is served. In or- 
der to assist this movement a map has 
been prepared by the department show- 
ing the through routes established up 
to date. It is believed that proper pub- 
licity may be given these routes in this 
manner and that their importance may 
be more apparent if official recognition 
is given.”

Visit Hospital for Cripples. 

Our luncheon in Karlsruhe was given 
by the chamber of commerce. After 
two hours of champagne we were all 
friendly. At 3 we set off for the 
crippled soldiers’ hospital at Ettlingen. 
With a private car we reach that sub- 
urb in a few moments. The Jazareth for 
armless and legless men is impressive. It 
has a great stretch of open ground and 

many well equipped buildings. 
The first room we entered contained 
surgical appliaces. Suspended in each 
machine was a man. One was hung by 
his shoulders, having his neck 
stretched. Another lay face downward, 
having a leg pulled. A third endured 
the twisting of a thumb and hand. 
Many of the patients were white with 
pain; beads of perspiration stood on 
their foreheads. I shrank back. It was 
like entering Mme. Tussaud's chamber 
of horrors, only these were living men, 
not wax figures. 
But the military doctors were urging 
us forward. With great pride they ex- 
hibited their inventions. It was the ma- 
chine that counted. But 1 looked in the 
men’s faces. Their expressions varied. 
Sometimes it was patient endurance, but 
often I saw anger and resentment. . 
Much of interest was shown. At one 
A squad 


dumb-bell exercises. Nearly all kept 
their balance, only one or two lurched 
and tottered. Then a group of armless 
or one armed men were made to jump 
wooden horses and do kindred stunts. 
At the end of the performance we were 
taken to the room of false limbs. 


Have Two Kinds of Arms, 
Here were steel arms with great iron 
hooks. These are called weekday arms. 
The Sunday arms are imitations of the 
real thing. Few except officers have 
Sunday arms. It was « weird scene, this 
exhibition of the latest invention in 
arms and legs. It might have been a 
demonstration in automobiles. 

Our little group stood or sat while the 
military doctors produced a crippled pa- 
tient and strapped on appliances. The 
doctor’s talk ran as follows: 

‘This one has had his leg off just 
below the knee, but he walks quite 
well —and he started the man down 
the room. 

“This one,“ bringing another wreck 
forward, has one leg off at the knee 
and the other at the thigh, but see how 


walked up and down before us. Now 
this one,“ continued the doctor, with 
pride, has both legs and an arm re- 
moved, but you see he is quite satis- 
factory.” 

I began to feel in a horrible night- 
mare. It seemed to me in another mo-

From the hospital we made a hurried 
trip back to Karlsruhe and, packing 
bags, dashed for the train. As we 
passed through the station I noticed a 
large sign with a huge index finger. It 
said, “‘In case of aeroplanes go into the 
cellar.“ It was at Karlsruhe that eighty 
women and children were killed by 
bombs from a French aeroplane. 


Luggage Fails to Arrive. 

Our special car took us to Baden 
Baden. I closed my eyes wearily, but 
we were soon at our destination. At 
the station were the open victorias and 
white horses and we made a triumphant 
journey to the hotel. But then came 
a hitch. No baggage appeared. 
We sat in the hotel parlor and the 
minutes slipped by. Across the way 
on the Casino terrace elaborate dinner 
preparations were going forward. The 
stadt was entertaining us this even- 
ing. A long table with sixty places 
and covered with flowers was being 
made ready. At a short distance were 
many small tables where wealthy citi- 
zens sat and humbly gazed from afar. 

Generals in glittering uniforms and 
the ober burgomaster and other city 
officials began to arrive. And still we 
sat on in that hotel parior. It really 
didn’t matter if our luggage was lost. 
Still it was too bad not to have clean 
collars and my evening dress. 


Sent Back for Labels. 

An hour passed, then came word that 
our possessions were on the way. This 
is what had occurred. When we reached 
Baden Baden our luggage was in the 
special car, but it hadn’t been labeled. 
The stuff went back to Karisruhe to get 
labeled and start out properly. 

We scampered into our clothes and 
arrived late and flushed at the dinner 
party. There were charming red roses 
at my place. They hid many Len- 
clencies. It was a sumptuous meal, an 
hour long, with everything from oysters 
to ices, and a grand mixture of wines. 

A German general sat on my right 
and a prominent citizen on the left. 
Though I understood some German I 
still could not speak it. But the Ger- 
man general was attractive, so I just 
smiled and murmured: “Ja wohl.” 

His thinness bothered me and when 
we were half through dinner and the 
p- | champagne had warmed his heart he 
said confidingly: 

My clothes no longer fit; I have lost 
twenty-four pounds around the waist.’ 


His childlike confession was pathetic, 
but he had a stoical pride that was

Dine on Mountain Top. 

Again the stadt fed us. This 
time on the mountain top.

I had overheard the gentleman who ac- 
companied us at Baden say to my fu- 
ture guide in Heidelberg, as he deliy- 
ered me over: Never let her out of 
your sight.” 
At Heidelberg there was a quiet din- 
ner in the hotel, but in the evening we 
were given @ concert in the park, where 
more beer and wine flowed. It was a 
dreary affair. Few persons were pres- 
ent. Heidelberg was no longer the gay, 
alive little university town I had known 
a few years before. <A great stiliness 
hung over it. Scarcely any one moved 
on the streets. The university grounds 
were empty. No students flocked to 
patisseries for kaffee and apfelkuchen. 
There is no apfelkuchen. 


Reporters Visit Prison Camp. - 
Heidelberg outdid herself for enter- 
tainment. She had obtained some offi- 
cial automobiles for our service. The 
next morning came the great adventure. 
We were taken to visit a prison war 
camp. It is a camp for English, French, 
and Russian officers and is situated on 
the outskirts of the town. 

The buildings are the new barracks 
recently erected for Germcn soldiers, 
but never so used. With the automo- 
biles we were there in a few. moments. 
As we passed inside the high wire fence 
we saw & great open square. This was 
laid out in three t@nnis courts. Un- 
mistakable Englishmen. were playing 
strenuous tennis. There were 300 pris- 
oners, including officers and orderiies. 
We spent an hour in inspection and 
were hurried from room to room. There 
was a billiard room, a sitting room, 
library, dining room, kitchen, and sleep- 
ing quarters, also a shop. All the 
prisoners receive money from home. In 
the store they can buy anything from 
tennis rackets to food. The actual cash 
is not given the men, but instead an 
equivalent in imitation money. 


1 Prisoners Appear Healthy. 

We saw more of the buildings than the 
prisoners, but those we saw looked 
well. They had color and life. There 
was no doubt the camp was a good one. 
But there was no fraternizing between 
the German officers and the prisoners. 
All were rigidly silent. 

I spoke a word of greeting to ‘one or 
two English and French officers. Their 
faces lit up when addressed and their 
eyes beamed when I added, “I am an 
American.” One Englishman volun- 
teered: Tou don’t know how good it 
is to speak to a woman; it’s so long since 
we've seen any one but the enemy.“ 
Some men had been interned two 
years. I knew they must have been 
homesick and I wanted to give them 
news from home, but dared not. I 
heard a young American, a volunteer in 
the English army, was a prisoner in the 
camp. I asked permission to speak to 
bim privately. This was granted. I 
stepped to one side with the youth. We 
had only gotten as far as his name [C. 
G. Martin] when my ever-fafthful at- 
tendant loomed up. Further confessions 
were useless. 

Tries to Warn American. 

I tried to warn the young American. 
I feared he would mistake my com- 
panion for a compatriot. for that gen- 
tleman spoke excellent English and had 
no Teutonic earmarks. But young Mar- 
tin didn’t heed the warning, he con- 
tinued: There is much to complain 
of in the camp. The beds are terribly 
hard and there is frightful overcrowd- 
ing. 9 

The German gentleman at my elbow 

turned red, but to me the criticism was 
trivial. That this was all a wealthy 
young American had to complain of 
made me doubly sure the camp was a 
good one. but he continied: 
“An English officer named McLane 
tried to escape and got caught. He has 
been put in solitary confinement with- 
out trial. For ten days he has had no 
exercise and is growing ill.” By this 
time my German companion was en- 
raged. I dared delay my departure no 
longer. As we left we brought Mr. Mc- 
Lane’s case before the German officials. 
They said he was receiving the same 
discipline a German soldier would have 
had to endure for a similar offense. I 
remembered the Lazarette. German sol- 
diers seemed to be suffering greater 
torment at the hand of their own gov- 
ernment than were the enemy prisoners.
